(2)  The  Force  shall  consist  of  such  number  of  supervisory  officers, 
upper  subordinates,  lower  subordinates  and  other  enrolled  members  and  shall 
receive  such  pay  and  other  remuneration  as  may  be  prescribed. 

(3)  The  Headquarters  ofihc  Force  shall  be  at  Panchkula  ai  at  such  other 
place  as  may  be  specified  by  the  Government  from  time  to  time. 

A,  (1)  The  Government  may  appoint  a person  to  be  the  Director  General  of 
tk  Force  and  m;iy  appoint  other  persons  to  be  Inspectors  General,  Deputy
